Almost 40 citizens gather¬ 
ed in the city council public 
hearing on June 4 to discuss 
proposed priorities for the 
expenditure of the $6 mil¬ 
lion bond issue authorized in 
May 1985. Twenty-eight of 
them got up and expressed 
their opinion on the priori¬ 
ties. The speakers were di¬ 
vided roughly into thirds: 
those who supported the ren¬ 
ovation of the North End 
School, those who wished to 
encourage the construction 
of the indoor pool, and those 
who felt that park land ac¬ 
quisition and development 
would be unfairly penalized 
in the proposed priorities. 

The priorities presented (see 
Box 1) were developed at a 
work session on Thursday. May 
21. Members of the city council, 
five advisory board chairpersons 
and eight city staff members met 
with Fred Arends, a facilitator 
with the Maryland Department 
of Economic and Community De¬ 
velopment to attempt to develop 
a plan for spending the bond 
issue money. Because the cost 
of all projects which might be 
funded by the bond issue exceeds 
the available money by more than 
$2 million, it was necessary to 
establish which of the proposed 
projects have the highest pri¬ 
ority. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
explained at the beginning of the 
June 4 public hearing on these 
priorities that the complete list 
of all the desirable projects that 
money might be spent on (Box¬ 
es 1 and 3) would exceed the 
$6.7 million available by almost 
$3 million. Part of this gap is 
due to inflation, which is driving 
up eonstructon costs faster than 
the cost of living. The police 
station, which was supposed to 
cost $1.6 million when the plans 
were authorized, now costs $1,- 
875,000 for the same plan. (The 
$1,945,000 figure includes a ga¬ 
rage which is not part of the 
basic building.) 

North End School Supporters 

Nine persons spoke unequivo¬ 
cally for renovation of North 
End School. Two others support¬ 
ed its renovation but also sup¬ 
ported one of the other priori¬ 
ties. One of those said a firm 
“No” to the indoor pool. Most 
of the speakers advocated reno¬ 
vation of the entire school build¬ 
ing. 

Several speakers emphasized 
the plan devised by Citizens for 
a North End Center which, ac¬ 
cording to the speakers, would 
tap state and other sources for 
grants for renovation. Support 
was voiced for senior day-care, 
for a before- and after-school 
facility for children, a senior citi¬ 


zen activity center, and an arts 
and crafts center. 

Bruce Bowman, long-time resi¬ 
dent of the North End, appealed 
to the council on the basis of 
need. He noted that the North 
End School, which was “our com¬ 
munity center” when the school 
was operating, was needed to 
foster the exchange of ideas 
which promote a sense of com¬ 
munity—an important feature of 
life in Greenbelt. 

John McGee, representing the 
Gray Panthers, voiced support for 
the “North End Center.” Doro¬ 


thy McGee read a letter of sup¬ 
port from Lakewood residents 
Ann and Tony Pisano, who were 
unable to attend the meeting. 

Betty Timer appealed to the 
council for a senior day-care cen¬ 
ter to enable senior citizens who 
need home help to continue to 
live in Greenbelt. She also sup¬ 
ported the arts center concept, 
insisting that matching funds 
are available. What is needed, she 
said, is “to have the city coun¬ 
cil say that they are going to 
renovate it. Then we can stand 
in line for the money — it’s 
there,” 

Parkland Advocates 

Eight persons also spoke 
against any reduction of the $2 
million allocation for parkland 
acquisition and deyelopment, 
which was publicized in connec¬ 
tion with the bond authorization 
referendum in 1985. Barry Sch- 
lesinger called the $2 million fig¬ 
ure for parkland “a commit¬ 
ment.” He warned that if that 
commitment is broken, voters 
may be less ready to support 
future appeals because of a loss 
of credibility for the council. 

Werner Neupert read a state¬ 


ment of the Executive Board of 
the Lakeside Citizens Association 
urging that the indoor pool be 
scaled down to fit its planned 
$2 million share of the bond 
money if the alternative is to 
reduce the money available for 
park land. He said the council 
made its commitment to the peo¬ 
ple at the time of the bond ref¬ 
erendum and “that commitment 
must be honored.” (Lakeside resi¬ 
dent Betty Sonneveldt, a strong 
supporter of the indoor pool, not¬ 
ed that the residents of Lake¬ 
side had not been polled by the 


executive board and thus the 
board was speaking only for it¬ 
self.) 

Neupert, speaking for himself, 
pointed out that the two pool 
projects are estimated to cost 
$3,175,000. The $1,175,000 above 
the amount allocated to these 
projects at the time of the ref¬ 
erendum is almost exactly the 
amount by which the parks cate¬ 
gory is to be reduced under the 
proposed priority listing. (In oth¬ 
er words, the parkland category 
would be paying for the entire 
cost overrun of the indoor and 
outdoor pools.) “We don’t ap¬ 
preciate what an asset green 
space is until we’ve lost it,” he 
said. 

Ruth Kastner strongly sup¬ 
ported parkland acquisition. She 
also specified that she did ‘not 
want funds siphoned off to the 
indoor pool.” 

Joe Wilkinson also emphati¬ 
cally supported retention qf the 
three $2 million allocation cate¬ 
gories publicized when the bonds 
were approved. “Either you go 
back to the people (in a refer-

A Weekend to Remember

June 6 and 7 was a Greenbelt Day weekend to remem¬ 
ber. The weather was balmy. The mood enthusiastic. The 
Group Portrait at Braden Field at High Noon on Saturday 
brought about one thousand Greenbelters out to pose in 
outlandish Hawaiian shirts, “Greenbelt is Great” T-shirts 
or other costumes. 


Many came with signs to be 
immortalized. John Unger held 
up the weathered green and white 
Twin Pines sign that was affixed 
to the rear of the building when 
it was occupied for so many 
years by the cooperative savings 
and loan association. It came 
d'own when Twin Pines was later 
gobbled up by the ignominious 
Community S and L. Now it 
exists only as a blurred memory 
behind the vibrant green of Mel¬ 
lon Bank. 

Konrad Herling and friends 
proudly hoisted the Art Deco let¬ 
ters—Greenbelt—from the orig¬ 
inal sign above the Greenbelt 
Theater. The News Review staff 
with editor Mary Lou William¬ 
son, joyously held up their green 
and white banner painted by 
staff member Joanne Tucker’s 
daughter Lynn and friends. The 
50th Anniversary Committee ban¬ 
ner stretched out in front, held by 
Mayor Gil W r eidenfeld, members 
of the city council, the 50th An¬ 
niversary Committee and Friends 
of the Greenbelt Museum. A First 
Family member was also in this 
group. 

Photographer Bill Cornett 
climbed aloft and unpacked his 
gear. Perched high above the 
group on the platform of the 
floodlight pole he looked down 
at the crowd, aimed his camera 
and clicked away. Patiently the 
crowd waited for the Washington 
Post photographer to join Cor¬ 
nett. Others with cameras stood 
on the roof of the Youth Center. 
At the end, Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. released a flurry of green 
and white balloons, which Joan 
Freeman, Betty Deitch, Ed Grif¬ 
fin and Council Member Ed Pu¬ 
le ns had been inflating. The bal¬ 
loons quickly escaped, little chil¬ 
dren ran to capture a few strays. 

During the afternoon, there 
was a party at the Braden 
“Beach”. The picnic area behind 
Candy Cane City had been trans¬ 
formed with sand and beach balls. 
A band was playing songs of 
the fifties; food and drinks were 
for sale. 

Throngs also filled Roosevelt 
Mall—entertained by Eileen Pe¬ 
terson’s Crafts Fair, an annual 
event now in its fourth year. The 
fair benefits the Cultural Arts 
Fair. In front of the Utopia The¬ 


ater, “The Young Americans”, a 
song and dance group of girls, 
put on a show of Broadway Fa¬ 
vorites. The 50th Anniversary’s 
cachet (envelope commemorating 
the 50th Anniversary of Green- 
belt’s Charter on June 1, 1937) 
was eagerly sought by stamp and 
-souvenir collectors. 

The double decker bus travel¬ 
ling between NASA and the 
Roosevelt Mall slowly chugged 
up Greenbelt Road, which had not 
previously seemed so steeply 
graded. Goddard Space Flight 
Center opened its doors to 2000 
visitors, transporting them from 
test facilities in Building 7 to 
the Visitor Center, showing off 
moon rocks and satellites. 

NASA’s Art Contest produced 
several winners: first, Torey Nel¬ 
son, Springhill Lake Elementary; 
second, Hannah Yu, Greenbelt 
Middle School; third, Derrick Ty¬ 
son, Springhill Lake Elementary; 
fourth, Kimberly Goshorn, Green¬ 
belt Middle School. Entries were 
received from all Greenbelt 
schools. As Torey Nelson was 
not able to accept the trip to 
the Huntsville, Alabama, space 
camp, the prize went to Hannah 
Yu. Nelson was given a NASA 
jacket instead. All entrants will 
receive NASA certificates. 

Sunday marked the official an¬ 
niversary of Greenbelt Day. The 
blacksmiths set up their display 
for a second day. The Greenbelt 
Concert Band played with a 
chorus of cicadas in the back¬ 
ground. J. Davis of the 50th An¬ 
niversary Committee gave an in¬ 
formal talk on cicadas lore, 
pointing out the area underneath 
the wings that caused the male 
to create his mating song. It 
was a typical weekend for 
speeches and music, for sharing 
the essence of Greenbelt com¬ 
munity life.

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Second Sellout? 

When the original co-op homeowners in the 1950’s be¬ 
gan to pay taxes on the property they had bought from the 
fede.ral government, they decided the price tag was too high 
to hold on to the belt of green around the town. So they 
sold it off. But they soon found they were paying another 
price — in rampant development and loss of control over 
use of the land. Through the next decades some parcels of 
this land were reacquired for city parks, usually following 
agonizing legal tests and at inflated prices. Yet every 
square foot was worth the battle, as Greenbelters came to 
realize. 

Given the hard lessons learned in the last 30 years, 
Greenbelters put their tax money where their hearts were in 
the last bond referendum, when they authorized $2 million 
for parkland acquisition and development within the city. 
Another third of the referendum funds was set aside for 
needed city buildings, and one third for a swimming pool 
complex. 

Now it looks as though there may be a second sell-out 
of the green belt — this time by the city council. Surely 
this would be an ironic turnaround in the 50th anniversary 
year. The new police station at $1.9 million is already con¬ 
suming almost all of the “bricks and mortar” portion which 
was also supposed to cover some additional projects, notably 
the public works addition. Based on current estimates, con¬ 
struction of an indoor pool and renovation of the outdoor 
pool tagged at almost $3.2 million, 60% more than allocated 
to them in the bond issue nublicity. Money must come from 
somewhere else to cover these overruns. 

A strategic planning group composed of the city coun¬ 
cil, city staff, and members of the advisory boards recently 
came up with a new set of priorities which reduced the 
money for parkland to $750,000. This crippling reduction 
in the funds for parkland acquisition and development 
would be a breach of faith with the voters who approved the 
bond issue. 

We feel strongly that the council should adhere to the 
commitment made to all of us during the bond referendum 
hearings—that using the resources voted by city taxpayers 
for parks and their development is a top priority. 

We urge the council to take a good, hard look at the 
pool proposals to see if there is some lower cost alternative 
that could meet the city’s needs. If, after a thorough inves¬ 
tigation, the bond limits for the pool are not sufficient, and 
no creative methods for financing it are found, the council 
should request the voters' authorization for the additional 
funds needed. Taking money from the parks fund is an 
easy way, but it is wrong. 

Tonight, in a work session, the city council prepares its 
plans for a public vote, which will take place in a special 
meeting on June 29. In the time remaining until that date, 
let the city council know where your priorities are placed. 
In case we haven’t made the message plain: we’re for parks.

Anlt'hony (Tony) M. Madden, 
81, one of Greenlbellt’s original 
citizens, died June 7 at Doctors 
Hospital of congestive heart fail¬ 
ure. 

Born in Cleveland, Ohio in 1905 
Mr. Madden moved to the metro¬ 
politan area in 1936. He worked 
for the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture for six years before joining 
the Farm Bureau Insurance Co. 
in 1938, a company which later 
became the Nationwide Insur¬ 
ance Co. Five times during his 
career he was named agent of 
the year, an honor recognizing 
the top agent in the country. 
He retired in 1971. 

In 1937, Mr. Madden and his 
wife Catherine moved to the new 
town of Greenbelt. Active in a 
variety of community projects 
including the Co-op Food Store 
and Twin Pines Savings and 
Loan, he was instrumental in 
getting funding for the Wood¬ 
land Hills community and was a 
founding member of St. Hugh’s 
Catholic Church. He was also a 
prime mover behind Green Ridge 
House, working to get a city- 
wide referendum passed, making 
senior housng a reality. 

Jim Cassels, who worked with 
Mr. Madden on a variety of pro¬ 
jects, said, “He could work with 
anybody.” He is also remem¬ 
bered as a “one-man welcome 
wagon,” according to Bruce 
Bowman, since he would call on 
every new family in Greenbelt, 
delivering products from the Co¬ 
op Food Store and answering 
questions- He had tremendous 
energy,” said Bowman. 

An avid mountaineer, Mr. Mad¬ 
den was a member of the Poto¬ 
mac Appalachian Trails Club. He 
was also involved in many parish 
activities including the St. Vin¬ 
cent DePaul Society, Holy Name 
Society and the Loyola Retreat. 

Survivors include his wife of 
51 years, Catherine W. Madden, 
daughters Patricia A, Molden 
and Theresa Stringfeilow, both 
of Greenbelt, Katherine J. Don- 
lea vy of Ridgewood, N.J., and 
Mary M, Doman of Dallas; sons 
Michael G. of Greenbelt and Mar¬ 
tin G. of Clarksville. There is al¬ 
so a sister, Catherine Dwyer of 
Cleveland, and 16 grandchildren.

Theodora (Teddy) and John 
Murray died this spring in 
Tempe, AZ. Teddy died on March 
27 of cancer and John about 
three weeks llater. 

Pioneer Greenbelters, the Mur¬ 
rays were one of the first 25 
families to move into Greenbelt. 
The first issues of the Coopera¬ 
tor (forerunner of the News Re¬ 
view) were put together in their 
living room. John wrote the 
sports news for several years. 
During the War years John star¬ 
ted The News Parade, which was 
just for sports. 

The Murrays were also among 
the group wfho founded the 
Greenbelt Credit Union. John 
was also one of the founders of 
the Greenbelt Athletic Club. 

Teddy was the first president 
of the Greenbelt Players and act¬ 
ed in their productions. John 
wrote plays and handled public¬ 
ity. He also shot some of the 
early news reels about life in 
Greenbelt that were shown in the 
Greenlbelt theater. 

They were both active in the 
forming of Sit. Hugh’s Parish. 
Teddy was on the committee to 
approach the Catholic Bishop of 
Baltimore fo' permission for St. 
Hugh’s to become a parish. The 
first Prefect of the Sodality and 
the first president of the Ladies 
of Charity, she was on the Par¬ 
ish Council, John was one of tne 
first presidents of the Home and 
School Association. 

John retired from communica¬ 
tions worit at the Department of 
Defense in 1965. Teddy worked 
for aboult ten years in Admis¬ 
sions at the University of Mary¬ 
land. 

The Murrays lived in several 
locations in Greenbelt, always 
remaining interested in Green¬ 
belt activities. 

In 1983 they moved to Tempe 
to be near their daughter Joann. 
They are survived also by sons 
Dennis, Terry and Timothy and 
several grandchildren.

(Continued From (Page One) 
endum) or you stay with the 
2-2 r2” he said. At least two 
other speakers, Leonie Penney 
and Alice Robinson, specifically 
advocated another referendum. 

Indoor Pool Supporters 
Among the six speakers who 
voiced support for the indoor 
pool was Sonneveldt, who speci¬ 
fically rejected the idea of an¬ 
other referendum. She supported 
the indoor pool strongly as a 
chance to offer swimming to 
everyone at an affordable price. 
She called on the council to “do 
its job” and make the decision. 

Gail Drake, a children's swim 
coach, listed ten positive exper¬ 
iences which swimming gives to 
the children who participate. 
Janet Johnson, who said she is 
required to swim for health rea¬ 
sons, said that a “full aqua fa¬ 
cility” is important to people who 
need to swim and want to swim. 
She said that, to her, people are 
more important than green space; 
she also said she felt that the 
North End School project had 
not been sufficiently researched. 

Doug Sutherland characterized 
the indoor pool as a project 
“whose time has come” and said 
that the need for swimming fa¬ 
cilities is increasing. 

Support for Other Projects 
There was scattered support 
for some of the projects which 
didn't make the priorities list: 
Keith Chemikoff, while voicing 
strong support for parkland ac¬ 
quisition, also cited a need for 
a small addition to the Youth 
Center and more ball fields. Lee 
Johnson, representing the Boys 
and Girls Club, urged that more 
fields be lighted. 

All speakers seemed to accept 


that the police station and the 
outdoor pool renovation were top 
priority. No one spoke in sup¬ 
port of the addition to the public 
works facility, the fifth item on 
the priority list. 

Council Views 

Council member Thomas X. 
White led off the summing up by 
council members by saying that 
he regarded the three $2 million 
categories as a commitment. “Un¬ 
til altered by a council decision,” 
he said, “that is the policy of 
the city as far as I am con¬ 
cerned.” He also entered into the 
record the results of a private 
poll which he had conducted, 
partly by mail and partly by an 
advertisement in the News Re¬ 
view. He said that he got 131 
responses and that by far the 
largest number of comments 
made by respondents were in 
favor of park land acquisition. 
White sounded perhaps the most 
encouraging note of the evening 
when he said that it would be 
“difficult but perhaps not im¬ 
possible” to accomplish some $9 
million worth of projects with 
the approximately $6,7 million 
available providing some crea¬ 
tivity in financing were used. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs, 
•the only member not on the coun¬ 
cil at the time of the bond refer¬ 
endum, pointed out that he had 
asked for hearings on priorities 
before he was on council. He 
defended the idea of switching 
funds from one category to an¬ 
other on the grounds that the 
commitment to three $2 million 
categories had been made “before 
we knew what we were dealing 
with.” He also repeated the as¬ 
sertion he has made before that 
“we can buy parkland, a major

parcel, for $750,000.” 

Isaacs also suggested that 
council might need to go to the 
people and ask for more money. 
He said that he wished now that 
the council had had more realistic 
cost estimates but that, given the 
money available, he came out for 
the construction of the indoor 
pool, the police station and the 
shift of the money to pay for 
them from the parkland cate¬ 
gory. 

Council member Antoinette 
Brarn did not address the pri¬ 
orities directly but said that she 
felt that projects which benefit 
youth must take priority. She 
said, “We must not spend a lot 
of time thinking of those of us 
who are aging. We've had our 
lives . . • and the bond referen¬ 
dum must basically consider 
young people.” 

Council member Edward V. J. 
Putens accused his fellow coun¬ 
cil members of making up their 
minds befort the hearing. He 
said he had not reached a de¬ 
cision yet and felt that he should 
listen before making up his mind. 
However, he gave some indication 
of his views when he read from

a 1985 list of potential parkland 
parcels, many of them since 
built on. He noted that there 
wasn't “that much park land left 
to acquire” and that more should 
be spent on park development. 
He also noted that he had wanted 
to ask for more money in the 
bond issue and had been voted 
down. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld defend¬ 
ed some of the actions of the 
council, saying that this was the 
‘largest bond issue ever presented 
to the voters and that the coun¬ 
cil had been afraid that the vot¬ 
ers would turn it down. He 
acknowledged that he would do 
some things differently if it were 
possible to do it over. But he 
noted that there was “no council 
majority” to ask the voters for 
more money at that time. 

Weidenfeld also mentioned that 


council had “no crystal ball” in 
forecasting the costs of the proj¬ 
ect. He noted that the pool com¬ 
plex particularly had gone far 
beyond the staff estimate. Giese 
also explained the dilemma facing 
the staff before the bonds were 
authorized. He said it was hard 
to justify spending city budget 
funds to hire experts to estimate 
costs when the projects might 
never be funded and, at the same 
time, it was difficult to come up 
with valid estimates without ex¬ 
pert help. The cost overruns of 
the police station and the indoor 
pools are the result of that 
dilemma.
